A Serious Conflagration This Aft-- 
ernoon in Dallas, Texas. 


The Elevator, Cotton Yards and Twenty 
Dwelling Houses Destroyed—Loss Es- 
timated at a Quarter of a Million. 


DALLAS, TEXAS, October6.—A terrible 
conflagration is raging here in the elevator 
and cotton-press district, About ninety 
buildings are already on fire. 

LOSS A QUARTER OF A MILLION. 
DALLAS, TEX., Octobet 6&—Abont 11:30 


this morning the elevator adjoin- 
ing the cotton yard was — discover- 
ed to be on fire. In a few 


moments it was one mass of flames, and be- 
fore the engines could be brought into play 
it was well under headway. There was 
about 
1,000 BALES OF COTTON 
in the yard, half of which was burned. The 
elevator and contents were entirely con- 
sumed. About twenty dweiling houses, cov- 
ering two squares and a helf were also 
burned. The loss is about $255,000, fully 
covered by insurance.

8 TAX-PAYERS. . 

The fact that W. B. Astor the other day 
paid into the New York City Treasury $406.- 
000, and Mr. VANDERBILT $170,000 on city 
réal estate, isnow going tle rounds of the 
press, and the almost invariable comment is 
that “it does not look much as if all the 
rich men were escaping the burdens of Gov- 
ernment.” 

It does not seem to occur to anybody that 
the money to pay these taxes comes out of 
AsTor’s and VANDERBILA«’s tenants. If it 
did not they would very soon get rid of all 
city real estate except their residences and 
such vacant lots as they are holding on spec- 
ulation. Nobody has complained that real 
estate escapes taxation. The complaint is 
that real estate is made to bear nearly all of 
the burden, and thereby it is shifted upon 
the shoulders of small property-holders 
and the laboring poor, while the rich escape 
taxation on the very part of their wealth 
which could pay the heaviest taxes with the 
least strain upon the industrial and pro- 
ductive elements of the commonwealth. 

Mr. ASTOR pays no taxes on his enormous 
net income which he is continually invest- 
ing in untaxed Government bonds, in other 
personalty that escapes taxation, or in real 
estate upon which his tax is charged in the 
rent paid by his tenants, While Mr. VAN- 
DERBILT collects from his tenants $170,000 
to pay taxes oh his city real estate, he pays 
taxes on but $1,000,000 of personalty, though 
Wall Street would honor his eheck fér $40,- 
000,000 any day in the year! 

In a speech at a Chicago club meeting not 
long ago Mr. O. H. Horton showed that 
all the steam railway companies running 
into Chicago pay less tax to the city govern- 
ment than it realizes from the license on 
wagons and dogs, while the dog tax alone 
yielded more than was paid by three enor- 
mously rich street railway companies, 

The taxables of New York City retarned 
by the Assessors this year were: Real estate, 
$1,080,883,383; personals, $2,108,822,924. But 
the personal property was sworn down to 
the comparative pittance of $195,000,000, 
Everybody knows that the personal wealth 
of New York is more than twice the value of 
the real estate, and that nineteen-twentieths 
of it escapes taxation. Evasions have reduced 
the tax-paying personalities from $306,000,000 
in 1874 to $195,000,000, though the taxed 
value of real estate has been increased $278,- 
000,000 in the same time. It is known that 
the common peopie and business men pay 
nearly all the taxes on personal property as 
well as on real estate in New York City, and 
that the shirkers are corporations and rich 
idlers. 

Here in Missouri and everywhere over 
this country the same thing is going on. 
Street railways are assessed in some cases 
at a valuation less than their net annual 1n- 
comes. Railroads yielding ten per cent on a 
valuation of $300,000,000 are assessed at a 
valuation of $30,000,000. The Central Pacific, 
built without a dollar from the pockets of 
its owners, has built another trans-continent- 
al line with its earningsand is upheld by 
the United States Circuit Courtin refusing 
to pay taxeson a valuation of $15,000,000. 


Over 100,000,000 acres of land worth $1,000,- 


000,000 are held by cerporations free from 
taxation. The whole burden is thrown up- 
on smal! farmers, upon the furniture, goods, 
work animals, carts, plows and mechanical 
implements of the industrial classes, whose 
presence and toils impart value toall the 
other property in the country. 

How long will the people submit to this 
sort of thing? They have the power to pro- 
tect themselves and to institute a fairer and 
more wholesome adjustment. The present 
system robs the many to enrich the few.

He has by no means abdicated either 
the semblance or the reality of authority, 
and every question which is not strictly a routine 
one is settled finally by the Archbishop, and by 
no one else. The misunderstanding which has 
atisen tas had its origin from two facts, first, 
that Archbishop Kenrick voted “non placet” at 
the ecumenical council which promulgated the 
doctrine of papal infallibility, and, second, that 
since that council he has only made one public 
Appearance in bis arch-diocese, which was for the 
purpese of solemnly announcing his adhesion to 
that doctrine as promulgated by the churoh.

The “Baby” Racket—A New Trick 
Successfully Worked.

How These Sneak-Thieves Operate While at 
Work in Crowded Streets and Halls—Chiny 
Workers, Super-Twisters and Moti Buzzers 


Fair week isthe harvest time for confi- 
dence men and pickpockets, and this year 
they have been especially favored by the 
crowd. The old-time check rackets are still 
in favor, but this year has developed some 
games that have never before been tried. 
The very latest style of confidence game is 


the 
BABY RACKET, 


which was played on a Chicago merchant who 
came down on the C, & A. to witness 


the Veiled Prophets and Trades’ procession. 
The trick was played by three young men 
who boarded the train at Chicago and left it 
at some point unknown toany of the pas- 
sengers. ‘The Chicago man.hada very fine 
diamond stud adorning his shirt front. This 
was not the last thing thecon. men saw and 
he was soon ‘“‘marked.” Shertly after the 


train left Springtield one ofthe young men. 


walked torward, carrying a laughin 
baby in his arms, Saluting one o 
his ‘“‘pals” the con. man remarked what 
a heartiess thingit was to abandon sucha 
retty child. ‘lhe accomplices stood up, and 
natfew moments the Chicago man was on 
his feet chucking the infant under the chin 
and;playing peek-a-beoand tootzie-wooizie. 
The litile thing laughed and = slobbéred in 
reat glee, and the Chicago man played mon- 
ey while the temporary nurse held up his 
charge for the admiration of the crowd, and 
incidentally passed his hand under the chiid’s 
clothes and over tothe Chicago man’s shirt- 
bosom, which was soon relieved of its head- 
light. The man with the child then 
started back to geta drink of water, and 
soon returned the child to its mother, from 
whom the “‘nice gentieman” had borrowed it, 
to show to his wife in the next car. Like all 
Chicago men this particular visitor from the 
city by the lake “squealed,” and modestly 
requested that the detective force be laid otf 
foraday,to hunt up his diamond. On a 
description Tucker and Browning arrested 
two of the men this morning, but the Chicago 
man had gone home, andthe con. men had 
to be released.

the watch from the pocket. They hold the 
case in one hand and with the other give the 
ring a sudden twist, which releases the 
watch. ‘lhis;style of pocket picking is at- 
tended with many more chances of detection 
than taking both “slang” and “super” as 
the detectives would say. ‘The experts in 
thee light fingered craft look down 
on “super twisters” as bunglers unworthy of 
the name of pickpocket. Last nighta case 
of “chivy’’ work was reported from the 
erowd at Fifth and Elm streets. The victim 
of this kind of a piekpocket is usually the 
maddest man in the locality in which he re- 
sid«_, as he is not only out his watch or wal- 
let but is alsoin need of anew suit. The 
tool of the ‘‘chivy-worker” is a small sharp 
knife. Often this is worn concealed ina 


thick finger ring, which can be touched so as 


to make a sharp steel biade project. 
Having located the property in one of the 
pockets of his intended victim, the thief 
rapidly runs his knife about in a cirele or 
rapidly describes a square and the pocket 
and contents drops out into his hand. 
“Chivy” is thieves’ slang for a knife. Two 
moll buzzers, or female pickpockets were ar- 
rested during the week at the Fair Grounds 
ind given hours to leave town. Women de- 
vote their attention almost exclusivel 

to women and find but little dif- 
ficulty in peppes them of superfluous 
jewelry and trinkets. A large percentage of 
woinen carry their pocketbooks in satchel- 
ettes and hand-bags, affording the most de- 
sirable opportunities to pickpockets. In 
stealing from women, moil buzzers are 
always more successful than men, as they 
can visit ladies’ waiting-reoms at hotels, 
toilet-rooms at theaters and stores without 
suspicion.

No. 5, 1,665; Criminal Court, 4,770; Court of 
Criminal Correction, 735, and Probate Court, 
216; Grand Jurors, 72. The total expenses, 
including the Commisioner’s salary, were 
$5,468 86.

' THE ART DEPARTMENT. 


A Glance at the Paintings, Crayons and 
' Photographs at the Fair. 

Several years ago, when inducements were 
offered foreign talent to expose its work, the 
Fine Art department was the most interest- 
ing feature of the Fair to people of culture, 
but of late years this department has fallen 
to the level of others, and no longer occupies 
aneminence as an attraction. The Fair 
Association now directs its energies towards 
the encouragement of home talent, and of- 
fers premiums only to amateurs. While the 
public, therefore, cannot feast themselves 
upon the masterpieces of artists with nation- 
al reputations they can see what the results 
of much cultivation in art at home are, and 
are brought face to face with work 
done by the people they know. Since 


there are no more high premiums for first- 
class artists tocompeie for the display of 
paintiags is nothing like as large as it used 
tobe. The Fine Art Hali.this week has 
been very attractive because of the excellent 
exhibition of paintings and sketches made 
by home artists, and because of the grand 
display of photographic work. The first 
pictures met with, entering the west door, 
are a number of landscapes by pupils of the 
St. Louis School of Fine Arts and two of 
Harry Chase’s early marines. Moving along 
towards the right, De Ford’s exhibit of 
crayon portraits is met, Mr. De Ford’s 
crayon work is almost beyond criticism. A 
large picture of Mary Anderson in her Par- 
thenia robes is very attractive. ‘The figure is 
in a sitting position, the hands ciasped 
about the right knee, the head slightiy 
forward. The execution is very fine, aimost 
steel-like in its smvothness of finish. Mr. 
John W. Norton, of the Grand Opera House, 
has purchased the picture for $250. Next 
areanumber of ‘ensfeld’s oil and crayon 
portraits, Mrs, F. W. Paramore’s portrait 
ls one Of the group. A nuniber of plaques, 
panels, etc., fromthe School of Fine Arts, 
with a few figure pieces, are next met with. 
Miss Fairchiid, the painter of some of the 
figure pieces, has talent of a high order. A 
picture with the first premium rmbbon next 
coumands attention. No name is signed to 
it. but it is evidently the work of a practiced 
hand, An old coupie sit near an old-fash- 
ioned fireplace, the man with his back to the 
spectator. A spinning-wheel stands near the 
fireplace. The subject is a good one and 
is well treated. Much character is 
put into the old man’s back 
and head. Mr. Diamant’s collection 
of portraits comes next. One ofthem, that 
of Miss Neilson, has been presented to the 
Eik Club. Adjoining this display is a fair 
coliection of paintings by Cesar de Cock, 
Henry Chase, George W. Chambers, George 
L. Brown, Vernier, Richter, Marple, Crop- 
sey, Fry, Trouiliebert and Nicholson. 
Morse’s crayon portraits finish the display 
in the room devoted to paintings, except that 
onatabiein the center of the room are 
some fine speciinens of barbatine ware and 
hand-painted ornaments. A bust in clay of 
Maj. F. F. Hilder faces the table at one end, 
and one of Frank Blair at the other. The 
Hilder head took the premium. In the center 
rovm is the principal photographic display. 
Cramer hasa finely arranged dispiay, one 
case of photographs being especially elegant. 
His pastel work is very fine. Franck & 
Swett’s pictures adjoin. ‘They are mostly 
small, but are weil executed. Klotter & 
Scherer occupy the east wall with large com- 
bination pictures. Their speciality appears 
to be the taking of a hundred or 
more men in one picture. Their 
work is very good. Fitz W. Guerin’s display 
is the next in order, and is one over 
which the spectator lingers a long 
while. The photographs are all of the 
largest kind and are marvelously well ex- 
ecuted. Fischer's display is prettily made 
and the West Eud Galiery shows some feed 
pictures. In the next room the Studio Belle 
exhibit shows up well. The photographs 
are all bright and clean and the work very 
well doue. Lhen comes the young 
Franklin avenue artist, Strauss. His dis- 
piay is large and varied. The photographs 
are all large ones. Each oneis so well ar- 
ranged as to light and shade that it attracts 
the attention of the eye. A number of well 
known heads is seen inthe group, among 
them that of ‘“‘“Magoogin.” Genelli’s display 
cioses the exhibition. He has a fine collec- 
tion of photographs, the subjects being well 
known locally. The display is handsomely 
made. After all,the work of the phategrsp>- 
eris as interesting asthe work of foreign 
artists to the mass of peopie. The sight via 
familiar face among the grotips awakens 
lively interest. ‘Lhe photographers, at any 
rate, deserve great praise for getting up sucno 
displays.

THE GAS CASE. 


Arguments Commenced This Morning— 
Mr. Broadhead Defines a Monopoly. 
Argument in the gas case was commenced 

before Judge Lubke this morning. Judge 
Madill for the St. Louis Gas Light Company 
was the first speaker. He insisted that 
upon the admissions contained in the de 
fendant’s amended answer. and the stipnia- 
tions filed in court the injunction 
must be granted as prayed by the 
plaintiff, and that the ‘injunction must 
go the length of prohibiting the 
manufacture as well asthe vending of gas 
for iliuminating purposes in the district 
south of Washington avenue by the Water 
Gas Company. This was asking more than 
the court conceded when it granted the tem- 
ol injunction, for then it authorized the 
Vater Gas Company to continue operations 
at their works on NBig¢hteenth street and 
Clark avenue, although it prohibited the 
company from selling its gas south of Wash- 
ington avenne. Atthe conclusion of Judge 
Madill’s argument, Mr. James O. Broadhead 
addressed the court on behalf of the defend. 
ant. He said that the first question 
which he proposed to discuss, was 
the right of the State Legislature to grant to 
the St. Louis Gas Light Company the exelu- 
sive privilege of makin and selling gas in 
the city of St. Louis. The Legislature had 
no such right. He called the attention of 
the court to the difference between an exclu- 
sive franchise and a monopoly. . A -frans- 
chise is the grant by the Governmentofs 
right to do what no individual without that 
grant would have the right todo. The Gov- 
ernment nay grant such franchises whens 
ever the pubiie interest require it. A 
monopoly is an~ exclusive privilege 
conferred upon one individual in derogation 
of common right. Monopoiies are justi 
odious. He cited the ease of an individued 
to whom au Engiish king had granted » 
monopoly of the sale of playing-cards.

Bs *: Floats. 


Grand Military, Knights of Pythias and Fire 
men’s Parade—A Glittering Cavalcade of 
Surprises—Triumph of Our Merchants and 
‘Manufacturers. 


The trades pageant, from which so much 
was expected, came off last evening. The 
“managers stated that if they had fine weather 
they would make as finea display as was 
ever seen in the country. The weather was 
favorable, and the general verdict of the 
hundreds of thousands of people who saw 
the parade was that all that had been 
promised had been done. Long 
before 6 o’clock crowds began to as- 
semble along the line of march, and at7 
o’clock all the streets on the route were so 
crowded as to scarcely leave room for one 
wagon to pass in the center. The neigh- 
borhood of the starting place, corner 
of Twentieth street and Franklin avenue, 
was the place where the densest jam oc- 
curred. Fifty policemen labored almost in 
vain against nearly the same number of 
thousands of people. By 6:30 p. m. most of 
the floats were on hand, and at 7 o’clock, the 
time for the start, all was in readiness. As 
Captains Huebler, Price and McDonald drew 
up at the head of the mounted police, about 
fifteen minutes before the start was 
made, the crowd began to struggle for posi-

Visit of the Corean Embassy to 
Washington, 


What is Needed to Help A'ong Our Commer- 
cial Interests With Corea—Mormon Con- 
verts—The Tarred and Feathered Mission- 
aries. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
7 ATHINGTON, October 4.—The Ccorean 
Ambassadors are resting at the Arlington 
Hotel, well pleased with their experience 
in this country thus far. They are evidently 
thoroughly in earnest in their endeavors to. 
both cultivate friendly relations with the 
United States and to gain information which 
Shall aid them in in»proving their own coun- 
try. An officer of the Monocacy, which ves- 
sel carried Minister Foote to Corea, and 
which is stillin that portion of the world, 
in writing to friends here, says: ‘““There can 
be no doubt that Corea has looked forward 
to the ratification of the treaty with anxiety 
for at least a year, and nuw that it is con- 
cluded it seems to have been noe the object 
needed to quiet the various political fac- 


tions and insure the confidence of the people 
in the existing Government. The two 
STEPS OF FIRST IMPORTANCE 
now are the establishment of a national 
currency and the organization of an army of 
sufficient force to protect the Government 
and prevent any outbreak such as the unfort- 
unate outbreak of 1882. As to the need for a 
currency it may be remarked that they now 
bave merely copper “‘cash’”’ similar to that 
of China, only available for the most trifling 
negotiations. Mexican dollars are being in- 
troduced and an exchange vaiue established 
of 525 to 539 “eash’’ to the dollar. The sub- 
ject of a Lew silver coin was diseussed, and 
afew mouths ago the Government author- 
ized the minting of three—one, two and three 
mace, the ‘‘mace’’ being nearly equal to three 
Mexican cents. But they were oi puve silver 
and of their face value, so the Government 
received no remuneration and the issue has 
been stopped. ‘Lhe officials of Corea, instead 
of being paid in coln, receive each yeara 
stated 
QUANTITY OF RICE, 
silk, beans and other produce, and will, no 
doubt, receive messages of cundolence from 
many sympathetic country editors through- 
out the United States, now thatthe way is 
open. At the instance of the Chinese Vice- 
roy, Li Hung Chang, Mr. Mollendorff has 
been appointed Inspector of Customs, and is 
organizing a bureau preparatory to establish- 
ing a system similar to that of China at the 
present time, itis intended that the port 
of T'chi Mul Poo shall rival the open ports of 
China and Japan ino point of convenience to 
shippers both by land and water. Excellent 
surveys of the mouth of the river, and, in- 
deed of the whole coast, are being made by 
the English, and arrangements are being 
made for a complete geological and geo- 
graphical survey of the interior. | 
THESE FACTS ALONE 
prove that the Government is in earnest, and 
greater and more rapid reforms may be ex- 
pected than took place either in China or 
Japan. It is proposed to build a wharf at 
Tehi Mul Poo, which will be 
between 400 and 500 feet long, One of the 
officers at that place being asked as to his 
ability to get labor, replied that if one thou- 
sand laborers were insufficient he could get 
orders for three thousand. It seems that 
these people will work for any one who wiill 
feed and clothe them, and, judging from the 
number of idie men in Seoul, one need not 
look far for ten thousand. 
Looking back over our relations with the 
Coreans, personal and otherwise, during our 
stay there, and the treatment received every- 
where, it is surprising and pleasing to note 
the affability and honest desire to please 
whicn has characterized the treatment. re- 
ceived, from the king to the coolies. What 
the opinions of the gentler sex upon this 
subject may be we had little opportunity to 
judge, for during our experience there, 
FEASTING AND DRINKING, 
and being entertained by the leading 
officials of the land, there was little 
opportunity of learning from - 
servation anything about the families or 
home life of the better class of Coreans, 
Griffiths in his “Corea, the Hermit Nation, 
by far the best work on the subject extant, 
states that women and girls should allow 
themselves to be seen by men, that se- 
yere punishment may be inflicted upon them 
should the stranger as much as touch them.

_ Phe Home Library. 

. Mr. Arthur Penn in The Home Library 
_ (New York, D. Appleton & Co.) has added a 

_ most valuable volumeto the series of Ap- 
pleton’s Home Books. The ground covered 
by the former issues of this series is entirely 
“domestic. Each volume has been written by 
a specialist, and contains matter which those 
who live in homes may study with profit and 
pleasure, but the present book is on a higher 
literary level than its predecessors, and Mr, 
Penn is to be congratulated on the excellent 
treatment of his subject. This modern 
world of ours is divided into two great 
classes, those who love books, who find their 
chief recreation and pleasure in books; and 
others who have no such resource. To the. 
first the home library is the most important 
part of the house. The parlor may be 
carpeted with ingrain and the dining- 
room with drugget; economy may rule with 
aniron hand over the rest of the premises, 
but the books must be well housed. The 
library, in a reading family, will always be 
the most pleasant apartment, it will bear 
testimony to the tastes of each, and will 
have that inhabited domestic look which 
changes a house into a home. 

Mr, Penn attacks his subject systematical- 
ly. He first fixes upon the books which 
sluould be bought, and afterwards tells us 
what todo with them. After the Bible, he 
very rightly says, that an unabridged dic- 
tionary is the important book in the house 
and should be first bought.

THE INSURGENT. 


Translated from the French of Ludovic Halvye. 

“Accused,’’ said the President of the Coun- 
cil of War, “have you anything to add tv 
your defense?” 

“Yes, Colonel,” answered the aceused; 
“vou assigned mea lawyer, who defended 
me according to hisidea. 1 wish to defend 
myself according to mine.” 

“My nameis Martin (Louis Joseph), and 
I'm 55. My father was a locksmitn. He had 
alittle shop atthe enadof Faubourg Saint- 
Martin, and did a trifling business. We 
managed to live, I learned to readin Le 
Nationa! ; that was, I believe, the journal of 
of M. Thiers. 

“On the 27th of July, 1830, my father left 
home early in the morning. At 100’clock 
that night he was brought back, aying. on a 
stretcher. He had received a buliet in the 
breast. Beside him, upon the stretcher,was 
his musket. 

** “lake it,’ said he to me, ‘] give it to you, 
and every time there is an outbreak fight 
against the government, always, always, al- 
ways!’ 

“‘An hour later he was dead. I went out 
into the night. At the first barricade I 
stopped and offered myself. A man exam- 
ined me by the ijight of a huge lantern. ‘A 
chiid!’ exclaimed he. I was not 15. 1 was 
l responded, 
‘A child | may be; but my father was killed 
two hours ago. He gave me his musket. 


’ "leach me how to use it!’’ 


‘From that moment 1 became what [ have 
been for forty years, an insurgent! If 1 
fought during the conmmune, it was neither 
because l was foreed to, nor for the thirty 
sous: it was from taste, from pleasure, from 
havit, from practice. 

“In i800 1 Coss myself bravely enough in 
the dttack on the Louvre. That gamin who 
was the first to scale the grating, beneath the 
buliets of the Swiss guards, was myself; I 
received the medal of July; but the citizens 
gave us a king. Everything was to be done 
over again. 1 joined a secret society; | 
learned to mo'd bullets—to manufdcture 
gunpowder. I finaliy completed my educa- 
tion and waiter. 

**l was forced to wait nearly two years. On 
the Sth of June, 1852, | was the first to un- 
harness one of the horses from Gen. 
marque’s lrearse. 1 passed the day in shout- 
ing “Vive Lafayette!” and the. night in 
erecting barricades. ‘The following morning 
We Were aifacked by the trvop. iu the at- 
ternoon, toward 40’cluck, we were biocked 
up, canonade:, fired. at with canister shot, 
erashed inthe Saint Mery chureh. I had a 
bullet and three bayonet wounds in my body 
when I was picked up by the troop frum the 
marble floor of a iittle chapel to the left, the 
Saint-Jean chapel. [ have often returned to 
that littie chapel, not to pray—l was not 
brought up with such ideas—bnt to see the 
stain of my blood that still marks the slabs. 

“On account of my age I was sentenced 
to only ten years’ imprisonment. [ was seut 
to Mont Saint-Michei. That’s the reason I 
didn’t take partin the outbreak of 1834. If 
1 had been free T should have fought in the 
Rue Transnonain as 1 fought iu the Rae 
Saint-Mery—against tve government, al- 
ways, always, always! That was the last 
thing my father said. 1t was my guspel, nv 
religion. Ilcailed the phrase my catechism 
in six words. 1 was released from prison in 
1842 and resumed waiting. 

“The revolution of 1848 accomplished it- 
self. ‘The citizens were stupid and cowardly. 
They marched neither with us nor against 
us. The Aunicipal Guards alone defended 
themselves. We had alittle trouble to take 
the Chateau d’Eau post. On the evening of 
the 24th of February I remained three or 
or four hours upon the Place de I’ Hotel-de- 
Ville. The members of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment one after another made speeches to 
us, told us that we were heroes, great citi- 
zens, the first people in the world. After 
having regaled us with these fine words they 
gave usa repubtic no better than the mon- 
archy we had overthrown. 

“In June | again took up my musket, but 
that time the outbreak did not succeed.” I 
was arrested, found guilty, and sentenced to 
Cayenne. It seems that there I behaved my- 
self well. One day I saved a captain of ma- 
rine infantry, who was drowning. ‘They 
thought that a highly praisewortny action. 
Bear in mind that 1 would have fired upon 
that captain without an instant’s hesitation 
if he had been on one side of a barricade and 
lon the other; but a man who is drowning, 
who is at the point of death—that’s an altu- 
gether different thing. At last I was par- 
doned. Jreturned to France in 1852, after 
the coup d@’etat. I had missed the insurrec- 
tion of 1851. 

“At Cayenne I had made a friend, a tailor 
nained Bernard. Six months before my de- 
parture for France Bernard died. I went to 
see his widow. She wasin want. I married 
her. We had a son in 1854. You will under- 
stand presently why Ll speak to you of my 
wife and son; but you must already shrewd- 
ly suspect that an insurgent who weds the 
widow of an insurgent wouldn’t have royal-

“Under the Empire nothing could be done. 

he police carried matters with a rough 
hand. We were disarmed and dispersed. I 
worked—I taught my son the ideas that my 
father had taught me. ‘The wait was long. 
Rochefort, Gambetta, the public meetings

“On the first serious occasion I showed 
myself, 1 was one of that little troop that 
made the assault on the barrack of the fire- 
men ot La Viliette. But there a piece of 
Stupidity was committed. We killed a fire- 
man unnecessarily. I was taken with the 
rest ahd thrown into prison, but the Gov- 
ernment of the 4th of September set us at 
herty. from which I concluded that we had 
done weil to attack thay barrack and kill 
that fireman, even unnecessarily! 

The siege began. was immediatel 
against the Government for the commune. 
marched against the Hotel de Ville on the 
sist of October and on the 22d of January. I 
loyed revolt for the sake of revolt.

us during the fight and pass to the front after 
the victory !’ 

“The 18th of March arrived and, naturally, 
Iwason hand.

“And then there are other insurrections 
that displease you.

Now, look here; if you hadn’t showered so 
many cémpliments upon us after the inspr- 
rections that suited you, we shouldn’t per- 
haps have engaged in those that didn’t suit 
you. If you had not erected the Column of 
July at the entrance of our foubourgs we 
might not perhaps have gone wo your quar- 
ter to demolish the Column Vendome. ose 
monuments did not agree.

“Now, why did I throw my captuin’s uni- 
form into the gutter on the 26th of May?

WhenI learned that the-e 
gentiemen of the commune, instead of coin- 
ing to do their share of the fighting with us 
upon the barricades, were helping themselves 
to 1,000-franc notes at the Hotel-de-Ville, 
were shaving off their beards, were having 
their hair dyed, and were going to hide 
themselves ig the cellars, I didn’t want to 
keep the shoulder-straps thev had given me. 

‘Besides, these shoulder-straps were a 
bother tome. Capt. Maritin—thai was stu- 
pid. The insurgent Martin, well and good. 
I wanted to finish as I had begun. to die as 
my father died—an insurreetionist in an in- 
surrection, a barricader upo barricade. 

“T aid not succeed in gettingfkilled.. I was 
taken. I belong to you. ButI want to ask 
a favor of you. My son, a Jad of 17, is at 
Cherbourg in a prison ship. He has fought, 
it is true, and he will not deny it; but it was 
I who pet the musket into his hand, it was I 
who toid him it was his duty to useit.

JUDGE BLACK’S WILL. 


What the Famous Jurist Thought of 
Leaving a Namesake. 
From the Washington Post. 

An exemplified copy of the will of the late 
Hon. Jere 8. Biack, placed on record in the 
register’s office of York, Pa., was yesterday 
filed with the register of this District. To 
his wife he left the family place, **Brockie,’’ 
near York, and all the considerable lands 
adjoining; also the household fnrniture and 
personal property in the residence. At her 
death they are to be divided between tiie 
four children. ‘The executors named are 
Vineent K. Keesey, Chauncey F. Black, 
and isham Henderson Hornsby, and it is 
directed that they ascertain the amount of 
bonds and other interest bearing securi- 
ties he left, and, if satisfied of the safety of 
the investment, let them remain undis- 
turbed. if not so satisfied they are to dis- 
pose of them to the best advantage. ‘The 
testator directs that certain notes for 
money loaned his children be added to the 
securities and also a certain boud due from 
the Baltimore and Ohio Kailroad in- ex- 
change fur 7 per cent, bonds of the Marictta 
and Cincinnati Railroad, which, altogether, 
are to constitute afund of which the wife 
shall be entitied to the interest. To the son, 
Chauncey F, Biack, is devised in fee 
“Brockie,” after the termination of Mrs. 
Black’s life estate, provided he pays his 
sister Rebecca $20,000. If he refuse, then 
Rebecca has the privilege of taking it 
en paying her brothera like sum. ‘To Mary 
Dawson JBiack, the Jland = adjoining 
“Brockie’ known as “Willow Bridges,” 
To his son, Henry Black, a life estate in 
Patchwork,” a farm of 250 acres in Frank- 
lin County, Pa. ‘The remainder, in fee, is 
devised to the son’s children. To this son 
the testator relinquishes all right and title 
to certain improved land near Albany, 
Shackleford County, Texas. He is also to 
receive $5,000 in cash atthe death of his 
mother. ‘The executors are to invest $2,000 
for the use of the grandson, Henry Biack, 
to be paid him when he attains his majority, 
on condition that he drops the name of Jer- 
emiah Sullivan Black, by which he is now 
called, and takes the name of Henry Vant- 
riess Black. ‘To his daughter, Mary Sulli- 
van Clayton,the deceased leaves **Ioetridge,”’ 
a farm of 312 acres in Harford County, Md. 
He also bequeathes to Vincent M. heesey 
$10,000-in trust for the daughter Mary and 
her children. To his daughter RKebecca 
Judge Black leaves the house and premises 
now occupied by her, at the corner of DeSales 
street and ‘Connecticut avenue, in this 
city. The testator, continuing, SaVs: 
“My estateinthe Hunter farm (I do not 
kuow any other name for it), which Gen, 
Garfield and I owned as tenants in common 
at the time of his Geath, situate an the Poto- 
mac immediately opposite the City of Wash- 
ington, I give tomy executors in trust for 
my children, share and share alike, with 

ower to sell when they think proper.” To 

lenry F. Schillis left aloton the land in 
Somerset County, Md.,.on condition “that a 
respectable house shall be erected thereon, 
and finished by the Ist of April, 1885; that it 
shall be oecupied by the Evangelist preach- 
er, duly appointed by the Disciples’ Church 
at Somerset. When the church has no 
preacher, and only then, the property may 
be Jeased to somebody else, and the rents 
mid to the elders for the use of the poor.

A BOND SUIT, 


Judge McCrary of United States Court 
Renders an Important Decision, 


In the United States Court case this 


yesterday Judge McCrary rendered an inter- 
esting @ecision overruling the demurrer in 
the case of Wm. F. Shelby vs. St. Charles 
County in aid of the reclaiming of certain 
swamp lands. The Court says: 

‘“‘The demurrer raises the question of the 
constitutionality of the act of the General 
Assembly of the State of Missouri of March 
3, 1869, as amended by that of March 14, 1870, 
under which the bonds sued on were issued. 
It is said that this legislation is in_ viv. 
lation of the provisions of article XIV., 
section XI. of the Constitution of 1865, which 
was in force when the acts above mentioned 
were passed, and which is as follows: “lhe 
General Assembly shail not authorize any 
county, city or town to become a_ stock- 
holder in, or to loan its credit to any com- 
pany, association or cerporation, unless two- 
thirds of the qualified votes of such county, 
city or town, at a regular or special election 
to be held therein, assent thereto.’ 
An exathination of these statutes shows that 
they do not attempt to authorizea county 
either to become a stockholder in, or to loan 
its credit to any company, association or 
corporation. The owners_of the swamp 
lands to be reclaimed can searcely be 
regarded as an ‘association’ within the 
meaning of the constitutional provision 
above quoted, ‘They are clearly not a legal 
body of which the county could by possibil- 
m5 come a stoekholder. We are clearly 
of the opinion that the Legislature of Mis- 
souri in enacting the statutes in question 
was acting within the principles then enun- 
ciated, and not attempting, in‘ violation of 
the Constitution, te authorize a loan of 
county credit toa corporation company or 
association.’’ —
